Indian Affairs 



That the Indian affairs of this Pro- 
vince are not in a satisfactory condition 
wo aro compelled to admit. This ad- 
mission is all the morn humiliating be- 
cause so much was expected from the 
Canadian Indian Policy. About four- 
fifths of the population of the country 
are Indians and.it was, there fore, of the 
very first importance that so large a 
class of the peoplo should receive pro- 
per and immediate attention. The 
circumstance of these peoplo being 
semi-savages certainly did not lessen 
the importance of the subject. Im- 
pressed with this, we strongly urged 
and importuned tho Federal authori- 
ties to organize and set in motion a 
thorough system of Indian administra- 
tion in British Columbia at the earliest 
possible moment. It is with the deep- 
est regret — almost indignation — we 
have to state that, although two years 
and a half have passed away since U- 
nion, it can scarcely be claimed that a 
beginning has been made in this re- 
spect. Not much time was lost in ap- 
pointing an Tndian Commissioner, if is 
true; but, to the discredit of tho au- 
thorities at Ottawa be it stated that, 
in so far a3 any knowledge of tho In- 
dian policy intended to be applied to 
this province is concerned that gentleman 
finds himself much in tho same position 
now as he was ou the day of receiving his 
commission. True, he has done a 
good deal of visiting; he has perform- 
ed some arduous pilgrimages and has 
doubtless been successful in adjusting 
numerous little difficulties and very 
likely averting Berious complications. 
But, nevertheless, he still finds him- 
self destitute of that knowledge and 
authority essential to treating effect- 
ually with the Indians. For instance; 
the Indians in the country drained by 
the Thompson Biver are beyond ques- 
tion in a condition of dangerous un- 
rest. They either have a cause of war 
or think they have, and tho Commis- 
sioner is impelled by a sense of respon- 
sibility and duty to visit them. But 
everybody at all familiar with tho idi- 
osyncrasies of the North American In- 
dian will readily understand how little 
short of a farce nnd a mockery it will 
be for Colonel Powell to meet a coun- 
cil of irate chiefs who have been dis- 
cussing measures of war and admit to 
them, as ho must, that he does not 
know in the least what tho Govern- 
ment will be prepared to do or sanc- 
tion; that he is, in fact, perfectly help- 
less! It would be difficult to conceive 
of anything bettor calculated to im- 
press the Indian mind unfavorably or 
place the Commissioner in a more false 
and painful position; and yet a sense 
of grave responsibility impells him re- 
luctantly to present himself before the 
chiefs under these infelicitous circum- 
stances. Although we have dwelt up- 
on the instance at the present time 
• attracting so much attention, it must 
not bo inferred that it stands alone. 
There are other districts in which In- 
dian difficulties existp- difficulties which 
if not attended to in time, may prove 
to be the seeds of serious trouble and 
ripen in blood! To go no farther than 
Cowichan, it is found that the laws oi 
tho country are openly defied and the 
common rights of settlers trampled on. 
These wrong-doers have been visited 
by the Indian Commissioner and by 
the representatives of the Pi'oSrinciaJ 
Government, but these visits have only 
increased their boldness and contempt 
for British law. In this instance, pos- 
sibly in most instances, tiie Provim-iai 
authorities must share the blame and 
responsibility with the Federal; for it 
must be perfectly obvious that the 
most complete and efficient Indian 
system would not relieve the Provin- 
cial authorities from the responsibility 
of administering and enforcing the 
common law of the country and pun- 
ishing the aggressor, be tho colour of 
his skin rod or white ; and it is to be 
feared that in most instances these dif- 
ficulties may 1)0 traced to the inefficien- 
cy or faultiness of Provincial adm. lus- 
tration. But this does not lessen Fei l- 
eral responsibility. On the contrary, 
it increases tho necessity for the imme- 
diate inauguration Of a complete an.l 
effective Indian policy. Some tinia since 
we alluded to the terms of the treaty re- 
cently made botsveen the Dominion Gov- 
ernment nnd Indians inhabiting the coun- 
trv lying between Port Garry and tho 
great lakes. Jliese terms appeared to be 
excessively liberivj, and wo took occasion 
to point oat tho unwisdom of conceding 
to tho Indians east of tho Rocky M ain- 
tains terms that could not bu granted on 
the west. It now turns out that llio .In- 
dians said to 1)» contemplating war know 
all about tho terms granted to those on 
tho other side of tho Itooky Monti- 
tain.-i, and that is said to constitute no 
small element in the aggregate, make-up 
oi their griovaneo. They coiupurn these 
concessions with their own treatment, and 
the consequence is that they have come 
to the general conclusion that, they are 
being swindled and gradually disinherit- 
cd by tho pale-faces. There ban bo no 
doubt whatever that if the present

First Provincial Legisla- 
tive Assembly. 

THIRD SESSION. 

. Monday, Jan. 12th, 187-1. 
The Speaker took the Clink nt 2:10 
o'clock. 

NOT SATISFACTORY. 

Mr. Smitho moved the following reso- 
lution: — 

That, in the opinion of this Honso, the 
answer of tho hou. Provincial Secretary to 
my (luostion regarding tho polling places 
at Cowiohan, is not satisfactory. 

The hou. mover pointed out that it hail 
been shown at tho last election that elec- 
tors could not reach the polling place in 
time to voto. Every elector should have 
a fair opportunity of easting his vote. He 
(Mr. Smitho) introduced a resolution at 
tho, last session providing for tho estab- 
lishment of 8 polling places and tho 
House had passed it. The Government 
only established one additional polling 
place, which would not onablo tho elec- 
tors from Chemainus to cast their votes 
with any greater facility than before. 
Having thus laid the grievance fairly bo- 
fore the House ho would now withdraw 
the resolution, hoping that tho Govern- 
ment would soo tho necessity of carrying 
out the suggestions he had made. 

Mr. Suiitne moved, That, in tho opinion 
of this House, the answer of the hou. 
Chief Commissioner of Lauds and Works 
to my question regarding tho expendi- 
ture of money voted for Cowiehan Dis- 
triot, outsida of that District, is not satis- 
factory. 

The hon. gentleman oontendod that he 
■was not mistaken in tho position he had 
taken on a previous day when he asked 
why monien voted for Cowiehan District 
had been expended outsida that Distvict. 
Ha proceeded to snowr that Govern- 
ment expenditure had been made outside 
the District named. Last session the hon. 
Chief Commissioner had said that it was 
the intention of the Government to ex- 
pend §1,200 on the road between Che- 
mainus and Nanaiuio. He (Mr. Smithe) 
had written to tho Chief Commissioner 
lastaummerftudherepliedth.it the hon. 
member for Nanaiuio had objected to 
money being taken out of hisDistrict and 
expended ohitaide of it. [ Hon. Mr. Heaven 
objected to this. J Mr. Smithe, however, 
continued to maintain his position and 
(thotvod that the Government had fail- 
ed to carry out its pledge, and that the 
Chief Commissioner in replying to a 
question of the mover had shuffled. Mr. 
Smithe concluded by saying that ho was 
the more inchnod to go on with this re- 
solution because of tin.' unsatisfactory 
and evasive character of every answer 
that had been given by the Government; 
this session. 

Mr. Booth seconded the resolution. 

Hon. Mr. Betiven claimed that the reply 
he had given was strictly in accordance 
witli fact. Too sum of $4500 had been 
expended in Cowiehan District, and the 
large sum of giO only was expended out- 
side of it in keeping a ti'.ul upen for the 
benefit of Cowiehan settlers. | Mr. Smithe 
— No!J The contract for cutting oat a 
tree had been awarded to tho lowest bid- 
dor, and tho money voted for the district 
was exceeded by tiio slim of tf25. The 
lion, gentleman was mistaken and he 
(Mr. Heaven) referred him to page 25 of 
tho Lands aud Works report. 

Mr. Eobsjpp said that the amount in- 
volved was nothing. It was the principle. 
Was it right for the Government to ex- 
pend £l or 81000 outside a District that 
had been voted for expenditure" within it? 
•He (Mr. li.) had objected to money voted 
for Nunoiino being expended outside of 
it and tho Chief Commissioner had given 
him tho assurance that the mono;,- would 
bo expended with his (Mr. Robson's) 
sanction. After thsU.l.l<>uso had broken 
it)) he found thai the Chief 'muni .sibber 
intended to expend more than one-half 
of the sum votod for Nanaimo District 
outside of it; and the Government only 
vielded before the frightening process of 
o,n indignation mooting held at Nanaimo. 
. As hon. members had had an opportunity 
to express their views he hoped the re- 
solution would lie withdrawn. 

Hon. Mr. Walkout thought tho matter 
a small one to be discussed in the House. 
As for Nanaimo District it hnd had ZlKl 
more expended in it than was votod for it. 

Mr. Robson replied that it was notori- 
ous that noarly one-half of the Nuuuinio 
appropriation was intended to be expend- 
ed outside of the District, and tnat tin; 
outrage was only prevented by tiie threat- 
in"' attitude which the people of Nuuuinio 
assumed at a public meeting. 

Mr. Smithe, in replying, regretted that 
that there was a want of gentlemanly 
courtesy on I lie Government Benches. At 
one time the Ministers beslobbered hou. 
members, and at the next, tried to brow- 
beat' them. (Hear.) The 'hon. Chief Com- 
missioner was wrong notwithstanding the 
country paid him to bo right. (Laughter; 
It was "the principle, not tho fact that ho 
objected to; and having veutilated the 
subject ho would now withdraw tho reso- 
lution. 

% THH CHINESE, 

Mr. ltobson moved that the House go 
into Committoe of the Wliolo to consider 
»u address for imposing a per capita tax 
upon Chinese residents. 

Tho hon. mover pointed out the evil ef- 
fects of a largo influx of Chiuese and 
showed how, at Nanaimo and elsewhere, 
• they were gradually monopolizing all the 
light occupations, and were taking the 

broad out of the months of the whites. 
There. wero 250 Chinamen at Nanaimo, 
and they v/er^ thevo to tho injury of the 
whita miner, rnsrolmut arc! nrtizea. 
Win'.! ovfir I ' cam io ta'wa j -.•>••, o : 
the Proviueo, reiidaring t by <w mi.u'u 
tho iiooi'Si-, nudtlieromuc!, be soino mot .».t. 
to compel these people to contribute a 
fair share towards the support of the 
country's institutions. Their occupation 
as domestic servants was a very great 
ovil, as it prevented] female domestics 
coming horo to seek employment. He 
advocated this tax as an act ot juslico to 
ovory white citizen, not from a desire to 
opprosa this people. 



Mr. Barnston nsked if tho resolution: 
was in order ? 

Mr. Iluuster seconded tho resolution. 
Ho held it quite competent fed the House 
to go after an obnoxious class such as 
these Chinosj. He would suggest that a 
doctor bo appointed to examine that tho 
hair of tho Chincso immigrants, was tho 
oithodox length — six inches; also that 
thoy had been vaccinated. (Groat laugh- 
ter.) Iu San Francisco they bred tho 
small pox, aud so great was the feeling 
against them there that many business 
people wore forced to put up signs, "No 
CuinoBC employed here." Ho deprecated 
the influx of these people into the Pro- 
vince and hold that a head-tax wa3 tho 
only method by which to make them pay 
their fair sharo of tho expenses of Govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Duck askod if tho motion was not 
out of order ? 

The Speaker ropliod that it was. 

Mr. Robson here altered tho rosolution 
to road that tho House go into Committee 
on tho resolution on Thursday next. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem objected to tho ro- 
solution on constitutional grounds. You 
could only treat the Chinamen ns aliens 
or as British subjects; if wo treated thorn 
as British subjects wo could not tax them 
any mero than an Irishman. But tho Bri- 
tish North America Act prevents us from 
dealing with tho aliens. Ho (Mr. Wal- 
kem) had moved in this matter years ago 
and had failed on constitutional grounds. 
He know that tho presence of tho Chinese 
was a great hardship to tho industrial 
classes, but we could not help ourselves 
in tho face of tho Constitution, which 
states that evory alien coming into our 
country becomes temporarily a British 
subject. The Australian law had been 
disallowed by tho British Government; 
but even if it wero still in force wo should 
not dn an absurd thing by passing this re- 
solution. 

Mr. Humphreys bolievod that the reso- 
lution was unconstitutional; yet he would 
move himself in this matter if hi thought 
ho could effect anything. 

MrHolbrook supported tho view taken 
by the Att'y General. 

Mr Barnston said that at Cariboo Chi- 
ncso labor was a necessity, because capi- 
talists could not develop the mines with- 
out it. 

Mr McCreight said that if Chinese are 
aliens wo had no power to deal with them, 
and if they are British subjects tbeyought 
uot to be treatod differently from others. 

Mr Bunster moved to impose a tax of 
35 on all persona wearing queues. 

Mr Robson quoted from tho clause in 
the Qualification of Voters' Act, passed 
in 1871, which excludes Chinese from vo- 
ting. He remembered that both the At- 
torney General and Mr McCreight object- 
ed to this clauso as being unconstitution- 
al, just as they now objected to this tax. 
That amendment was referred to Ottawa, 
and wo were told that tho arguments of 
the thou Atty Gen'l, Mr McCreight, wero 
carefully considered and overruled, aud 
the Gov. -General gave his assent to the 
bill, thus conclusively proving that this 
House had power to deal with the question 
Tho point now. under discussion was of a 
similar nature, and he was confident that 
tho Province may now legislate on tho 
point. In Australia a similar law was in 
force to this day. Whatghe proposed to 
do was to put a poll tax on Chinamen to 
make them pay a fair share of the expen- 
ses of Government. H> advised hon. 
members not to allow themselves to be 
frightened by legal opinions which were 
liable, after all, to be wrong.
